BWA  sending  Bangladesh  relief 

Baptist  World  Aid  (BWAid),  the  relief  and  development  ;am 
of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  (BWA) ,  has  allocated  $10,000  as 
an  initial  response  for  relief  and  rehabilitation  work  following 
the  May  19  cyclone  that  devastated  parts  of  Bangladesh. 

Government  sources  confirmed  111  deaths  as  of  May  28, 
but  unofficial  sources  were  placing  the  figure  much  higher. 
Many  people  were  saved  by  early  warning  systems  and 

3 'clone  shelters  built  since  a  massive  1991  cyclone  disaster. 

owever,  500,000  to  1.5  million  people  are  displaced  or 
homeless,  according  to  reports. 

Immediate  needs  include  food,  shelter,  drinking  water,  and 
clothing  before  any  longer-term  resettlement  work  can  be 
undertaken. 

Working  through  the  Bangladesh  Baptist  Fellowship  and 
the  Bangladesh  Baptist  Sangna,  BWAid  funds  will  help  pro¬ 
vide  food,  clothing  and  shelter.  Both  the  Sangha  and  the 
Bangladesh  Fellowship  have  already  made  assessment  visits 
to  the  area  and  are  finalizing  their  relief  programs.

A  Pastor's  Perspective: 

H  Giving  marriage  a 

second  chance

interesting  observation.  People 
have  been  quick  to  criticize  the 
flaws  in  the  lives  of  Bill  and 
Hillary  Clinton.  Where  is  the 
praise  for  the  fact  that,  despite 
some  serious  but  unspecified 
problems  in  their  marriage, 
they  found  a  way  to  remain  as 
husband  and  wife? 

We  have  become  a  society 
that  knows  all  about  divorce 
and  how  to  justify  it,  but  noth¬ 
ing  about  reconciliation,  for¬ 
giveness,  and  trying  again. 

Why  did  Maggie  return  to 
her  marriage?  Was  it  because 
she  couldn  t  sweep  up  20  years 
of  living  and  throw  it  away  like 
yesteraay's  garbage?  Was  it 
because  children,  even  grown 
ones,  are  better  off  with  their 
parents  still  together?  Was  it 
because  she  once  promised  "for 
better  or  worse,"  and  "till  death 
do  us  part?" 

It  was  all  of  these  reasons 
plus  one  more.  Maggie  ends 
ner  "My  Turn"  column  with 
these  three  sentences.  "The 
minister  wasn't  wrong.  At  the 
time  I  talked  to  him  the  mar¬ 
riage  was  dead.  But  hasn't  he 
heard  of  the  resurrection?" 

I  have. 

I  hope  you  have,  too. 

Good  luck  Maggie.  Today  I 
said  a  prayer  for  you  and  all  the 
others  like  you  who  are  giving 
their  marriage  a  second  chance. 


Going  through  my  clippings 
file  I  ran  across  a  most 
incredible  article  from  a  1995 
issue  of  Newsweek.  There  is  a 
regular  column  called  "My 
Turn,"  written  by  a  guest  writer 
who  could  be  just  about  any¬ 
one.  It  is  frequently  thought 
provoking,  occasionally  contro¬ 
versial,  but  almost  always 
informative. 

This  particular  column  was 
written  by  an  8th  grade  Spanish 
teacher  from  North  Carolina 
named  Maggie  McKinney.  The 
subject  of  ner  article  was,  as 
they  say,  unique.  I  have  never 
read  an  article  like  it  before  or 
since. 

After  20  years  of  marriage, 
Maggie  and  her  unnamed  hus¬ 
band  divorced.  At  the  time 
Maggie  received  many  encour¬ 
aging  calls  and  notes  from 
friends.  "Go  for  it."  "You  can 
do  it."  "You'll  marry  again,  and 
this  time  it  will  last. y  "You're 
better  off  single."  These  are  a 
sampling  of  the  supportive 
comments  she  received. 

Maggie  admits  that  after  the 
separation  there  was  a  power¬ 
ful  sense  of  newness  to  life. 
After  a  while  the  newness  wore 
off,  as  it  usually  does  in  any¬ 
thing.  What  remained  was  the 
complex  maze  of  a  broken  mar¬ 
riage  —  years  of  love  and 
shared  experiences  that  must 
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now  be  divided  into  two  sepa¬ 
rate  lives. 

So,  18  months  after  the 
divorce  was  final,  Maggie  did 
something  a  bit  unusual.  She 
started  dating  her  ex-husband. 
Shortly  thereafter,  they  decided 
to  give  it  another  try. 

This  is  when  life  took  an 
unexpected  twist.  When  she 
was  getting  the  divorce,  friends 
came  forward  with  words  of 
encouragement  and  support. 
Now  that  she  was  trying  to 
make  it  work  again  she 
received  a  not  too  subtle  mes¬ 
sage  from  those  same  friends. 
Wny  try  and  revive  a  failed 
relationship? 

One  caller  said,  "I  heard  you 
two  are  getting  back  together 
again.  I  hope  ...  it  isn't  true." 

Another  said,  "Are  you  sure 
you  want  to  risk  going  through 
this  again?" 

Even  her  minister  was  not 


supportive.  "When  something 
is  dead,"  he  said,  "you  need  to 
bury  it." 

The  one  exception  to  this 
response  was,  Maggie  observed 
in  the  article,  her  "religious 
right"  friends.  Apparently,  they 
thought  this  was  a  great  idea. 

Newsweek  uses  this  "My 
Turn"  column  for  opinions  that 
are  often  not  found  in  the 
media.  Maggie  observes  this 
herself,  noting  that  you  have 
never  seen  an  Oprah  show  on 
"People  who  return  to  their  for¬ 
mer  spouses." 

There  is  also  not  a  §helf  at 
the  local  book  store  with  books 
giving  advice  on  how  to  make 
marriages  work  again  after  the 
separation.  Nor  do  popular 
magazines  have  stories  detail¬ 
ing  the  lives  of  people  who 
split  up  and  then  come  back 
together.

STRAIGHT  TALK 

"Our  Father  Who  Art  in  Heaven,"...  I'm  sorry  this  line  has  been 
disconnected.  Since  the  Supreme  Court  ruling  of  1962  that  first  took 

prayer  out  of  the  school,  our  nation  has

straight  talk  with  God,  that  time  is  now! 
With  the  increase  of  school  violence,  the 
rapid  spread  of  AIDS,  the  international  con¬ 
flicts,  gang  violence,  and  a  steady  rise  of 
teen  pregnancy,  we  must  reconnect  the 
prayer  lines  in  our  school.  Why  are  we  try¬ 
ing  to  eliminate  God  by  limiting  his  pres- 
Rebecca  Grace  ence  in  the  classrooms?  He  belongs  there! 
He  needs  to  be  there!  "Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  that  he  should  go, 
and  when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it."  It  is  first  the  parents' 
responsibility  to  do  this,  then  it  falls  in  the  teachers'  hands.  A  child 
spends  the  majority  of  her  day  at  school  and  needs  this  exposure.  A  lot 
of  us  learned  The  Lord's  Prayer  at  school  and  when  I  was  young  my 
day  at  school  began  with:  "My  country  tis  of  thee,  sweet  land  of  liber¬ 
ty..."  Liberty!  What  is  liberty?  Liberty  is  defined  as  the  condition  of 
being  free  from  restriction;  also  known  as  freedom.  The  United  States 
has  always  been  known  for  its  freedoms  and  it  continues  to  be,  or  does 
it?  Do  you  as  citizens  honor  your  country?  Do  you  respect  your  coun¬ 
try?  Do  you  love  your  country  and  its  freedoms?  "I  pledge  allegiance  to 
the  flag  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  to  the  republic  for  which  it 
stands,  one  nation  under  God,  indivisible  with  liberty  and  justice  for 
all."  This  is  what  many  may  still  hear  if  they  were  to  step  into  the  class¬ 
rooms,  especially  elementary  classrooms,  around  our  country  of 
America.  I  just  stated  that  I  pledged  my  allegiance  to  a  nation  that  is 
under  God  with  liberty.  Many  students  around  the  country  do  that 
every  morning  to  start  off  their  day  and  they  do  it  in  public  schools.  It's 
been  done  for  as  long  as  I  can  remember  and  no  one  has  been  terribly 
offended  by  it  and  if  they  were,  all  they  did  was  excuse  themselves 
from  the  room  until  the  pledge  was  completed.  Why  can't  it  be  this 
way  with  school  prayer?  If  we  are  one  nation  under  God,  then  should¬ 
n't  we  be  allowed  to  pray  to  God?

Well,  according  to  the  First  Amendment  of  the  Constitution  the 
right  is  granted  to  us.  It  states  that  "Congress  shall  make  no  law  respect¬ 
ing  the  establishment  of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  there¬ 
of."  This  means  that  the  government  cannot  interfere  in  the  affairs  of 
religion,  therefore  they  shouldn't  decide  to  do  away  with  school  prayer. 
However,  it  is  granted  that  the  government  can  amend  the  Constitution 
if  a  part  of  it  is  considered  as  unconstitutional.  But  how  can  prayer  be 
unconstitutional  when  it  was  a  part  of  our  forefathers'  primary  purpose 
when  creating  a  plan  of  government  for  this  country? 

This  is  certainly  not  the  first  time  that  the  issue  of  school  prayer 
has  been  brought  up.  In  1962  there  was  a  landmark  case  known  as 
Engel  v.  Vitale.  This  case  was  about  the  daily  recitation  of  a  nondenom- 
inational  school  prayer  in  New  York  public  schools.  This  was  ruled  as 
unconstitutional  because  it  was  said  to  be  in  conflict  with  the  neutral 
religion  of  public  schools.  It  was  also  stated  that  all  religions  cannot  be 
satisfied  by  one  single  prayer.  I  as  a  Christian  feel  two  different  ways 
about  this  ruling.  First  of  all,  religion  is  not  the  issue  when  dealing  with 
prayer.  It  is  your  relationship  with  God  that  is  important,  therefore  you 
should  be  allowed  to  pray  what  you  feel  and  not  just  recite  a  written 
prayer  without  meaning.  On  the  other  hand,  when  this  action  was 
ruled  as  unconstitutional  it  took  God  out  of  the  school.  There  have, 
been  other  cases  which  have  gone  on  to  outlaw  Bible  reading  and  the 
reciting  of  the  Lord's  Prayer.  Once  again,  God  was  completely  taken 
out  of  the  schools  and  that  was  never  intended. 

History  has  gone  to  prove  that  when  God  was  taken  out  of 
schools,  morals  have  deteriorated,  education  has  deteriorated,  causing 
test  scores  to  go  down.  America  is  now  ranked  14th  when  it  comes  to 
this.  And  it's  strange  that  basketball  games,  football  games,  the  local 
Board  of  Aldermen,  even  the  House  and  the  Senate  begin  with  prayer, 
yet  when  it  is  brought  into  the  educational  environment  it  is  considered 
as  hypocritical.  This  is  because  some  people  think  that  God  doesn't 
play  a  part  in  their  lives.  But  in  reality,  God  plays  a  part  in  everybody's 
life.  It  says  in  Romans  14:11  "Every  knee  shall  bow  and  every  tongue 
shall  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord."  That  is  not  just  if  you're  a 
Christian  or  if  you  go  to  a  Baptist  Church,  Methodist  Church,  or  a 
Pentecostal  Church.  It  is  for  everybody. 

Unless  these  rulings  are  stopped,  prayer  could  be  completely 
outlawed  everywhere!  If  they  aren't  stopped,  then  in  the  future  imagine 
going  to  a  restaurant  to  have  dinner  with  your  family  and  you  bow  your 
heads  to  say  the  blessing  before  you  eat.  The  manager  walks  over  to 
you  and  tells  you  that  you  can't  do  this  because  you  are  offending  the 
others  around  you.  How  much  further  do  you  want  this  injustice  to  go? 

I  hope  no  further.  I  urge  you  to  take  action  and  put  God  back  into  the 
schools  through  prayer. 

I  also  ask  you  all  as  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  honor, 
respect  and  love  your  country  and  its  freedoms  to  be  100%  in  favor  of 
prayer  by  anyone  who  wants  to  show  their  honor,  respect  and  love  for 
God.  These  people  have  had  the  liberty  to  show  their  feelings  to  God 
and  call  on  him  at  any  time.  Today  he  is  still  there  and  his  line  is  never 
busy,  just  disconnected!

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  — 
A  new  quarterly  publication 
with  principles  and  tools  to 
build  a  biblical  stewardship 
foundation  for  churches'  needs 
will  premiere  this  fall. 

"Stewardship  Journal: 
Strategies  for  Faith  and 
Practice,"  produced  by  the 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Board, 
will  be  released  for  the  fall 
(September-October-November) 
quarter  after  the  board  assumes 
stewardship  education  and  capi¬ 
tal  fund-raising  as  an  assign¬ 
ment  from  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  June. 

Gary  L.  Aylor,  who  became 
director  of  church  stewardship 
services  for  the  board  in 
December,  said  the  new  four- 


color  magazine  "comes  to  you 
directly  horn  the  hearts  of  men 
and  women  who  care  deeply 
about  the  principles  of  Scripture. 
We  want  to  inspire  and  encour¬ 
age  others  to  obedience." 

Aylor  said  the  cover  of  the 
first  issue  features  a  photograph 
of  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange 
and  an  accompanying  explana¬ 
tion  that  the  cover  image  is 
"instantly  recognizable  here  and 
abroad  as  the  center  of  global 
power  and  the  symbol  of 
wealth,"  yet  noting  "all  temporal 
power  is  eclipsecf  by  the  cross, 
the  greatest  power  the  world  has 
ever  known.  ...  (B)eneath  its 
shadow,  mankind  marches 
toward  a  personal  meeting  with 
the  Creator  of  the  universe,  to 


whom  each  shall  give  a  personal 
accounting  of  all  that  has  been 
entrusted  to  his  care."

Pursue  Godliness 

I  Timothy  6:2-12 
By  Paul  Blanchard _ 


Throughout  history,  deadly 
epidemics  have  ravaged 
mankind.  In  the  14th  century, 
the  infamous  "Black  Death" 
(actually  an  outbreak  of  bubon¬ 
ic  plague)  killed  millions  in 
Europe.  Our  generation  has 
witnessed  the  rapid  spread  of 
the  fatal  disease  Acquired 
Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome 
(AIDS).  More  deadly  than  any 
of  these  diseases,  however  is 
the  plague  of  false  teaching  that 
has  afflicted  the  cnurch 
throughout  its  history.  While 
illness  may  kill  the  body,  false 
teaching  condemns  the  soul! 

The  Apostle  Paul  warned 
against  false  prophets  or  false 
teaching.  Someone  once  said 
that  every  leader  in  the  church 
should  be  a  spiritual  pathologist, 
able  to  discern  deviations  from 


spiritual  health.  Paul 
wrote  these  verses  to 
teach  Timothy  how  to 
diagnose  Satanic  dark¬ 
ness  masquerading  as 
divine  light  He  gives  7  symp¬ 
toms  that  identify  those  infected 
with  the  spiritual  disease  of  false 
teaching:  their  mark,  attitude, 
mentality,  effects,  cause,  condi¬ 
tion,  and  motive. 

One  symptom  of  false  teach¬ 
ings  is  what  they  affirm.  It  may 
deny  God's  existence  or  teacn 
error  about  his  nature  and 
attributes.  It  may  deny  the 
Trinity  or  teach  error  concern¬ 
ing  Christ's  person.  Those  who 
deny  his  virgin  birth,  sinless 
perfection,  substitutionary 
death,  bodily  resurrection,  or 
future  return  show  signs  of  a 
dangerous  false  teaching. 
Another  area  of  false  teaching 
by  false  teachers  is  the  attack  ot

the  authenticity,  inspira¬ 
tion,  authority,  or 
inerrancy  of  Holy 
Scripture.  This  area  of 
false  teaching  is  particu¬ 
larly  prevalent  in  the 
modern  church  today. 

In  chapter  6,  verses 
11-12,  Paul  tells  Timothy 
that  believers  are  to 
shun  negative  influ¬ 
ences,  to  seek  godly 
virtues,  and  diligently  maintain 
their  faith.  The  title  "man  of 
God"  is  simple,  yet  rich.  It  is  a 
sacred  privilege  to  be  identified 
as  Goa's  personal  possession. 
This  privilege  also  carries  with 
it  a  grave  responsibility. 
Although  the  phrase  "man  of 
God"  is  commonly  used  in  the 
Old  Testament,  it  describes 
only  Timothy  in  the  New 
Testament.  Paul  used  that  title 
to  increase  Timothy's  sense  of 
responsibility  to  discharge  his 
ministry.  The  Old  Testament 
uses  of  the  phrase  "man  of 
God"  point  to  an  individual 
who  proclaims  God's  word.  By- 
calling  his  young  friend  a  "man 
of  God"  Paul  places  Tfrnothy 


into  that  rich  Old  Testament 
tradition. 

In  Chapter  6:9-10,  Paul 
teaches  that  godliness  with 
contentment  is  a  great  gain  that 
can  challenge  adults  to  avoid 
lifestyles  centered  in  material¬ 
ism.  Paul  teaches  Timothy  in 
6:9  that  the  sin  of  loving  money 
is  dangerous  not  only  because 
of  its  nature,  but  also  because  of 
its  effects.  People  who  want  to 
get  rich  are  tempted  strongly 
and  often  are  caught  in  painful, 
debilitating  sin  like  an  animal 
in  a  snare.  Their  pursuit  of 
what  they  want  is  their  passion. 
These  desires  lead  to  the  oppo¬ 
site  of  true  happiness,  because 
they  have  nothing  whatsoever 
to  do  with  the  spiritual  realm  or 
the  service  of  God. 

The  scriptures  contain  many 
tragic  examples  of  those 
destroyed  by  tne  love  of  money. 
Achan's  love  for  money 
brought  defeat  to  Israel,  ana 
death  to  himself  and  his  family 
in  Joshua  7:1-26.  jfudas  betrayed 
our  precious  Savior  for  a  paltry' 
sum  of  money  in  Matthew  27:3- 
5.  In  Acts  8:20-23,  Peter  sternly 


rebuked  Simon,  who  sought  to 
buy  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  James  5:1-5  also  con¬ 
demns  those  who  love  money. 

Timothy  was  surely  tempted 
to  give  up  his  ministry.  Paul 
had  to  remind  him  that  God 
has  not  given  us  a  spirit  of  fear, 
but  of  love  and  discipline. 
Timothy  was  in  need  of 
encouragement  and  strength  to 
carry  out  his  ministry.  There  is 
but  one  source  of  strength  for 
those  in  the  ministry  —  God. 
Confidence  in  him,  and  under¬ 
standing  of  his  character  lays 
the  foundation  that  brings 
courage  and  strength  to  face 
anytnal. 

The  Apostle  Paul  gives  the 
young  preacher,  Timothy,  a 
magnificent  presentation  of 
Goa's  character.  This  is  to 
encourage  the  young  follower 
to  remain  faithful,  even  in  diffi¬ 
cult  times.  We  are  encouraged 
by  this  passage  to  remain  faith¬ 
ful.  Remember,  Jesus  is  King  of 
Kings  and  Lord  of  Lords.  He  is 
sovereign!  .

Bible  study 

Psalm  119:10-11, 16, 18, 33-37,  57-60, 89, 137-138

The  story  is  told  of  a  Bible 
distributor  who  visited  a  small 
village  in  Poland  shortly  before 
World  War  II  and  gave  a  Bible 
to  a  villager  who  read  it  and 
became  a  Christian.  The  new 
believer  passed  the  book  on  to 
others.  A  cycle  of  conversions 
and  sharing  continued  until 
hundreds  of  people  had 
become  believers  through  that 
one  Bible.  When  the  distributor 
returned  several  years  later,  the 
Christians  met  together  for  a 
worship  service  and  asked  him 
to  preach.  Before  he  began  his 
sermon,  he  suggested  mat  the 
congregation  recite  verses  of 


scripture.  One  man 
stbod  an  said, 

"Perhaps  we  have 
misunderstood.  Did  Bennett 
you  mean  verses, 
chapters  or  books?"  The  people 
had  not  memorized  a  few 
selected  verses  of  the  Bible  but 
whole  chapters  and  books. 
Transformed  lives  gave  witness 
to  the  power  of  the  Word  of 
God.  Does  Bible  study  have 
this  kind  of  priority  in  you  life? 

Make  Bible  Study  a  Priority 
(119:10-11,  16).  Like  the  com¬ 
mercial  we  have  heard  so  many 
times,  the  psalmist  says,  "Just 
do  it."  The  only  way  to  make 
Bible  study  a  priority  in  our 
lives  is  to  do  it.  In  these  verses 


we  find  a  recipe  for  keep¬ 
ing  our  life  pure.  We  are 
to  live  actively  according 
to  God's  word.  Goa 
instructs  us  to  seek  him, 
and  hide  his  words  in  our 
heart.  We  are  to  praise 
him  and  remember  all  the 
things  he  has  done  for  us. 
Rejoicing  and  meditating 
should  be  a  normal  result 
of  our  Bible  study. 
Delighting  in  God's  word  will 
keep  us  from  neglecting  it. 

Read  and  Study  the  Bible 
Prayerfully  (119:18,  33-37). 
Bible  study  and  prayer  go  hand 
in  hand.  These  verses  are  a 
prayer  that  asks  God  for  under¬ 
standing  and  wisdom.  The 
psalmist  is  asking  for  a  fuller 
understanding  of  what  he 
already  knows.  We  must  avoid 
just  reading  words  when  we 
read  the  Bible.  God  brings  new 
understanding  each  time  we 
read  his  word.  Have  you  ever 


read  a  familiar  scripture  only  to 
have  the  "light  bulb"  of  new 
insight  go  off  in  you  head? 
When  we  prayerfully  study  the 
Bible,  Goa  always  rewards  us 
with  new  understanding  and 
wisdom.  Our  task  is  to  whole¬ 
heartedly  concentrate  on  keep¬ 
ing  the  instruction  God  gives. 

Obey  the  Bible's  Truths 
(119:57-60).  One  of  the  surest 
ways  to  have  a  victorious 
Christian  life  is  to  be  in  God's 
Word  daily — read  it,  study  it, 
obey  it.  Bible  study  is  very  impor¬ 
tant,  but  it  is  imperative  to  obey 
the  truths  we  learn.  How  will  we 
reach  those  around  us  and  make 
a  difference  in  the  world  if  we 
don't  obey  the  principles  God 
teaches  us?  Obedience  is  the  evi¬ 
dence  of  prayerful  and  careful 
Bible  study. 

Recognize  the  Bible's 
Character  (119:89,  137-138). 

According  to  these  verses,  the 
Bible  is  righteous,  just,  fair. 


trustworthy,  and  eternal.  What 
wonderful  character  traits! 
God's  Word  reflects  his  charac¬ 
ter  traits.  We  can  learn  about 
God  and  know  God  through 
studying  his  word.  Christians 
can  incorporate  these  same 
characteristics  into  their  lives 
through  reading,  studying,  and 
obeying  the  principles  found  in 
the  Bible. 

Most  people  in  the  United 
States  have  easy  access  to 
Bibles.  Many  homes  have  sev¬ 
eral  on  their  shelves.  So  we 
often  take  the  scriptures  for 
granted.  To  experience  for  our¬ 
selves  the  Bible's  transforming 
power,  we  must  read  and  mem¬ 
orize  it  and  apply  its  truth 
daily.  Like  the  psalmist,  we 
must  hide  the  Word  in  our 
hearts.  In  the  soul,  not  on  the 
shelf,  is  where  it  takes  root  and 
produces  godly  lives.

When  a  movie  company 
asked  to  make  a  movie  about 
Lane's  life,  Elsie  said  the  family 
prayed  and  agonized  over  the 
decision. 

"We  decided  to  let  them  do  a 
movie,  hoping  it  would  bring 
glory  to  God, y  Elsie  said. 

She  was  disappointed  when 
the  director  of  "8  Seconds" 
would  not  even  consider 
putting  Lane's  salvation  experi¬ 
ence  in  the  1994  movie. 

"1  was  devastated,"  Elsie 
said,  "and  went  6ut  behind  the 
bam  where  they  were  filming 
and  cried,  'God,  how  could  you 
send  someone  like  this  to  work 
on  this  movie  when  we  praved 
about  it?'" 

Even  though  the  movie  com¬ 
pany  did  what  it  wanted  with 
the  story,  the  movie  had  "a 
much  greater  impact  than  we 
realized,"  Elsie  recounted. 

"After  the  movie,  s8 
Seconds,'  came  out,  we  were 
bombarded  with  phone  calls 
and  letters,  and  all  were  from 
people  who  wanted  to  tell  us 
now  the  movie  had  made  an 
impact  on  their  lives."
